Soon after the middle of the sixteenth century, the Art of Bronze Casting and the taste for small 
bronzes received a fresh impulse in Italy, both in Florence and in Venice. In the foreground there 
stands a northern artist, Gianbologna, who, however, first reached his full development in Florence. 
His activity as a producer of works of Art on a small scale has been as yet insufiiciently studied; 
while the artists working with him, and under his influence, are still for the most part practically 
unknown. 

The bringing of their work together for comparison is, therefore, as needful for the scientific 
knowledge of Art, as it will be a source of rich enjoyment and instruction to all collectors and lovers 
of Art. For these reasons it has seemed necessary to group together the works of 

G IAN HO LO( 5 N A AND HIS CONTEMPORARIES 

as a third volume of that monumental work, the Italian Bronze Statuettes of the Renaissance. 

The aim of the Author has teen to give a6 complete a view as possible of the Statuettes and other 
works of Art in bronze of the Italian Renaissance, and to facilitate the universal enjoyment and 
.study of these little known but valuable objects scattered far and wide throughout museums and 
private houses. Then, as previous works on our subject are hardly to be found (with the exception 
of short treatises by Wilhelm Lode upon individual artists), there was a considerable difficulty as to 
the identification of the artists, on account of the scarcity of records of old traditions. It seemed, 
therefore, advisable to classify the rich materials according to their place of preservation or repre¬ 
sentation. Even then the work of arranging according to Schools and Masters, which must eventually 
be done, would be left to the discretion or the caprice of individuals. The author has therefore 
determined to attempt the difficult task of classification according to Artists. If in this process many 
objects had to remain unappropriated and numerous attributions could be stated only as hypothetical, 
yet an approximately correct grouping and chanicteii>:ition might he effected of the work of many 
artists, especially of the greatest, as Donatello, BcrtolJo, Pollaiuolo, Bellano, lticcio, Francesco da 
Sant' Agata, and others, according to the extant specimens which are now for the most part well 
known to us. The survey of all the specimens that had to be eonsiiered was feasible only through 
the co-operation of the directors of public collections and of the numerous possessors of Bronzes. 
The plates are almost exclusively from photographs taken specially for this work, and their repro¬ 
bation was often attended with considerable difficulty.

Ever since its discovery students have desired a faithful reproduction of the manu¬ 
script, but the present volume is the first facsimile published. The remaining 
portion of the Codex will probably be published at a later date.

The bibliography of this little poetical pamphlet is very interesting, and is fully discussed by 
Mr. Gordon Dull in his Introduction. Briefly, it appears that prior to Marshe’s issue of this 
pamphlet, Wynkyn de Worde had thrice printed it. Although no perfect copy of any of the 
Wynkyn de Worde issues is known, fragments exist and have been noticed by bibliographers : 
Hazlitt and others. There also exists in the Bodleian Library a complete copy of an issue 
identical with Marshe's except for the colophon, which jjives as the publisher “ Anthony 
Kitson ”, instead of “ Thomas Marshe”. The copy from which this reprint has been made is in 
the possession of Captain Arthur \V. Clifford of Chester. It is interesting to note that the 
Bodleian “ Kitson ” issue came to that Library in a remarkable volume of 16th century Poetical 
and other tracts bequeathed by Selden iu 1659. 

It would appear from the number of editions known to have been printed (and it must be 
lx>rne in mind that others may very well have been issued only to have disappeared entirely), 
that this didactic poem, which treats of the folly of gambling and other means the fool has of 
parting with his money, had some considerable vogue during the 16th century. 

Reproductions are given of the title and colophon. The edition is limited to 250 copies.

Government in 1892, has been printed at the Imperial Press, Vienna. 

Since it was first announced in February, 1906, the author had placed at his 
disposal so much interesting and new material, that it was found necessary to 
considerably enlarge the contents of the book. Instead of the 100 illustrations 
mentioned in the’preliminary prospectus the text contains nearly 400 reproductions 
illustrating the history of ancient carpets. In addition there are 49 wholly or 
partly coloured reproductions instead of the 30 announced previously. 

To carpet manufacturers this book, containing so many new designs, is of 
unique importance. Unlike the great book published by the Austrian Government 
in 1892, which relied for its illustrations on carpets exhibited publicly, the carpets 
figured in the work under notice are mostly inaccessible.
